One; does not wish to have 
sufferings at all. By experience, it has been fixed by one and all 
that it may not be possible to fulfil the desire without reaching the 
one omnipotent, omniscient, all powerful, faultless, all supreme, 
independent Lord. It is an accepted fact that such a supreme 
though all pervading is not possible to be clearly located without 
the study of the scripts or Vedas where only the identification of 
the entity is correctly described.

Badarayana 
categorically establishes in the 564 aphorims the real Brahman 
with all attributes Saguna, faultless (Pl^*£); the blessings of 
such Brahman only will deliver the elevation to the soul. 
Therefore one should attain and gather the Aparoksha 
which is the penultimate stage of the path. It is the reward for the 
Bhaktas after vairagya and upasana (BTRR). God 

Vision takes place when the Lord chooses the soul, takes a form 
and flashes an image of light before the inner soul the Bhaktha. 
The mind educated by continuous study is prepared to take the 
subtle perception to become capable of reaching this God Vision. 
The Srutis (^ffcTs) clearly declare that God is seen by the intellect of 
subtle seers. Those who are entitled to get Moksha after 
qualifying themselves with correct practices to get His Blcssmgs 
can perceive God with a spiritual eye. Therefore, it is a well 
principled theoiy that there is no substitute lor hard work; Very 
hard intelligent mterest, deep and dedicated seeker after truth 
only can imagine after crores of age, that he may be chosen for 
elevation. Mere recitation of the Vedas is absolutely of no use. A 
person who does not have the knowledge and the meaning of the 
Vedas is called an ass worth nothing excepting to hold the weight 
of getting by rote the Vedas. The earnest and ardent students of 
sacred works only will be able to achieve their objects. Thus 
stood, it IS patently false to say that Badarayana himself had no 
knowledge about Dualism, Monism, qualified Monism etc, wliile 
bringing out the Brahmasutras. It has been a well maintained 
true thought that the plnlosophy of Vedavyasa affirms that the 
Upanishads, the Bhagavad Gita and Bralimasutras are not 
divergent in their teachings from one another. It is absolu^tely 
necessary now to analyse as to what has been taught in the 
Brahmasutras the Brahman, the jeeva and the world around, 
whetlier the same are real or not and whether they impart the 
knowledge of Dualism or Monism or something different from 
both or give an absolute reconciliation of the diametrically 
dnc'rgcnt views culled out from the possible or probable 
in terpretations of the Sutras. 
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Scholars enter and try to give such interpretations to their 
disciples, make them ponder over and reach the Goal. No person 
who attains the Vaikunta can return back to this Mundane world 
anH advertise his experiences. The chief among the Achaiyas who 
pointedly entered the Vedantic interpretations were Sn Sankara, 
Sri Ramanuja and Sri Madhwachaiya. It became a bare trutli 
that the Brahmasutras required a very lucid comment ordinarily 
understandable by one and all. In their attempts, both Sri 
Sankara and Sri Ramanuja had forced their Momsms absolute or 
qualified into the Sutras and misread the Badarayana to be a 
Momstic. In fact Sn Sankara was bold enough to disgrade the 
authority of the Sutras wherever he found it impossible to adjust 
with his theories. 

The followers of Sri Sankara and Sri Ramanuja could not 
reconcile with the idea of Sri Vedavyasa to be the incarnate of 
Lord Narayana. Sankara’s admirers even resorted to a fiction that 
Sn Vyasaand Sri Sankara once held a controversy in person over 
one of the aphorisms and that the disputation was so hotly 
sustained on both sides as to end in a drawn battle. This story is 
highly suggestive of an inner consciousness that, when all is said 
the fact remains that Sri Sankara seriously deviated from the 
Sutras and that the Great Sankara Bhashya is not a faithful 
commentary of Vyasa but virtually an original treatise of his ovm. 

Sri Ramanuja qualified Monism and read it in the words of 
Sri Vyasa. He has brought an ordinauy gensc of Valslinavism and 
accepted the supremacy of Lord Narayana and finally averred 
that there is no difference at all In the Vaikunta. 

After several years, even the Satvik souls forgot ^eal 
knowledge, half kiiowledge, etc, etc. and were seeking a good 
Guru to teach thc'ni the Brahma Sutras which may enable them 
to practice and i ■ 1 1 |oy the eternal bliss being blessed by the Lord of 
Vaikunta. Making Chaturmukha Brahma as the leader, the 
elders prostraicd before Lord PARA BRAHMA and prayed for his 
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emergence as promised by Him in Bhagavad Gita iRT ft tnfw 
I and sanction the real 

understanding of the Vedas. As Lord had taken that He will not 
take an avtar in Kaliyuga, He found none else than God Vayu the 
Sarvaigna, who will be capable of delivering the goods and satisfy 
the Cravings of those who were present before Him and others. He 
commanded Lord Vayu, ordained for his birth in the world and 
elevate the deserving Souls. Taking the command on his head, 
Lord Vayu took buth (Avtar) as son of Madya Geha Bhatta, took 
Sanyasa while a Brahinachari under Achyutaprekshachaiya, 
first wrote Geetha Bhasya and placed it before Badri 
Narayana, went t6 Badarikashrama, prostrated before his Gtiru 
Lord Vedavyasa who unparted full knowledge of the Braih- 
mameemamsa Sastras to hun, and finally ordered Him to write 
commentaries on Brahma Sutras after condemning the other 
Bhasyas. In strict obedience to Lord’s command, he wrote four 
commentaries on Sutras, namely, Sutra Bhasya, Anuvyakyeina, 
Nyaya Vivarna and Anu Bhashya with this, it is patently clear 
that Madhwachaiya's Bhashya alone can be considered as the 
real Bhashya ap# m qts ^ ^rnsT sp- 

To cut short much of description about His works, I will 
contain myself to the extent of saying that a proper study of the 
Commentanes by anyone will definitely enable him to achieve his 
object of attaining the eternal bUss. Sri Madhwachaiya’s 
philosophy was continued by several pontiffs in the Mutts estab- 
lished by Him. Among them. His Holiness 108 Sri Sri Sri 
Jayatheertha occupied the most important Teekacharya who had 
the rights of writing commentaries on almost all the works of the 
Great Achaiya. His Hohness 108 Sri Jayatheertha was con- 
sidered by elders as the Avtar of God Indra and his writings had 
no mistakes at all due to the blessings of Goddess Saraswathi. It 
IS obvious that whatever wc sec in the commentaries of Sri 



Jayatheertha, they are quite authoritative and flawless and faith 
rested in H im will have the result as expounded by elders. 

In Matihwachaiya’s army of attacking other faiths, Sri 
Vyasaraja was appointed a Commander-in-chief to attack a 
section of the opponents, the main being ADVAITINS. Sri 
Vyasaraja wrote three important works, as Nyayamritha, 
Chandrika and Tharkhathandava. While doing his duly and Seva 
to his predecessor Sri 108 Jayatheertha, Sri Vyasaraja has 
emphatically established the defects in the fJpzir 

Sri J ayat heertha has given the above Anumana (srjiTFr) as an 
example of all the defects that an Anumana would contain. The 
/Vdvaitha standpoint has very well been subjected to the most 
violent and uncompromising criticism by His Holiness 108 Sri 
‘/yasaraja in Nyayamrutha which has been regarded as the 
fountain head ui the PoUmical literature of the Madhwa dualists. 
It is quite natui 1 1 that when a subject is taken and concluded as- 
supporting Dvaiiins, Advaitlns take their cudgels and attack to 
satisfy their owti pupils who are if satisfied change their 
behaviour In tine following of their Guru. Madusudhana 
Saraswathl was tiie prime att&cker on Nyayamrutha. He wrote 
his work Advaita Siddi (Rrf^) taking line by hne Nyayamrutha and 
recordinga criticism. Of course, TaraglniRamachar gave a strong 
blow to Advaitasiddhi who criticised Nyayamritha. Many learned 
Pandits on both the sides of Dwalta and Advaita took cudgels 
against each other and this criticism and counter criticism are 
going on till nowand there is no doubt that this will continue stUl. 
A person by name Sadanandavida wrote a book named by name 
Advaita Siddhanta Sara Sangraha in 

poetic form and the verses are said to be a gist of the criticisms of 
Madhusud liana Saraswathl against Nyayamrutha and Gowda 
Brahmanandi. This book has been printed and published. 

U became the necessity of someone among the Madhwas to 
write a clear criticism against that work. The place has been filled 



up by author of this book His Holiness Sri 108 

Madhwanatha Sripadangalawanj. whose Brlndavan is at 
Srirangam was a very learned Pandit in Nyaya, Meemansa, 
Vedanta and Vyakama.. In His Holiness’s Poorvashrauna in his 
young age, he was the recipient of a great honor Veerasangali at 
Trivandrvun where on that day Madhwacharya’s philosophy was 
declared fully successful in the Vidwat Sabha due to his 
extraordinary diabolical debate ( ) in the presidentship of the 
Maharaja of Travancore.

In Poorvashrama, he was the father of Sri C.M. 
Padmanabhachar, High Court Advocate at Coimbatore who was 
the author of both in Sanskrit and English 

commentary on Bhagavad Gita for the first six chapters only. Sri 
C.M. Padmanabhachar was my maternal Grandfather. My father 
Sri C.K. Hanumanthachar was the son of Smt. Tulasi Bal who 
was the daughter of His Holiness in his Poorvashrama. This work 
seems to have been written during His HoUness’s last days and 
we have the manuscripts. 

Perhaps with great difficulty my father faircopied very neatly 
but for which this book could not have been brought to this stage 
for Printing and publication. My son, Sri Tamrapami 
Srinivasachar has written a commentary hi Sanskrit which has 



also been printed. It is named Manjusha. At this juncture, I am 
reminded of my Vidya Guru Sri Jalihal Srinivasachar, who had 
taught me all the Vedanta works to be continued for deep study 
and self elevation. He took my son as an Antevasi (si^iRl ) and 
taught him with very great interest and made him a Pandit. 
Learned scholars are to see his gathered knowledge at this young 
age and bless him for further progress. 

It has been laid down that one should definitely learn all the 
Saatras in Devanagiri script only and the subjects learnt in any 
other language will not be useful to attain Moksha. The main
